WASHINGTON, May 15.—The sit- 


uation along the Mexican border has 
emphasized the need of greater mili- 
tary preparedness, in the opinion of 
Representative Crago, as expressed 
by him yesterday. 
At the same time 


1 he criticised the weakness which the 
administration has shown in handling 
the entire Mexican situation. 


Representative Temple ot Pennsyl- 


vania, in. commenting on the calling 
out of the state national guards of 
Texas, New Mexico and Arizona to 
help patrol the border, expressed the 
opinion that the national guards of 
a number o£ other states could have 
made a much better showing hoth in 
mobilization and in some other re- 
spects 


"The Pennsylvania National Guard 


is better equipped and better orgpn- 
i?ed," said Dr. Temple, "than is that 
of any of the states along the border. 
I am not giving this as a reason or 
saving that the guard of my own 
state should have been called into the 
service of the country m preference 
to what has been done. But if the 
calling out of tbe national guard for 
duty along the border is to be look- 
ed on in any sense as a test of what 
the htate militia can do in the way of 
quick mobilisation and to show fine 
organization, I believe the guard of 
Pennsylvania or ot New York, Ohio 
or Massachusetts, any of these states, 
could have accomplished much more 
in bringing to the jjotice of the coun- 
try the usefulness of the miUtia. 


"And 
T am of the opinion," contin- 


ued Representative Temple, "that in 
spite of the distance ot these northern 
states from the border and the time 
it would have taken for them to have 
reached the southern line, they would 
have been fully mobilized and ready 
for service m less time than in the 
case with the militia which has been 
ordered out. 


"I am not saying that as individuals 


the men of the Texas and the New 
^fexico and Arizona militia are not as 
good fighting men as those in the 
other states I have mentioned; but 
the point I make is that they have 
not the equipment and the organiza- 
tion to bring them as nearly on a 
level with the regular army as have 
the oiher state guards, including that 
of Pennsylvania, which I have men- 
tioned, la order to fill 
out their 


ranks tlie border states' militia which 
have been called on, will bs obliged 
to secure a considerable number oC 
recruits and 2t will, of course, 
be 


some time before the»«e new raw sold- 
iers .can be whipped into any sort of 
shape. While' in that territory there 
is no doubt it may be easy to secure 
plenty of men who have had certain 
training which may be valuable from 
a soldier's point of view, nevertheless 
these men hare not received the or- 
ganization training which plars such, 
an important part in the work they 
must perform."

say that he thought more of the na- 
tional guard should be called on to
